SOLDIER'S CASK-T OPE1VED 


The hermetically sealed casket of 


Private William H. Meckley, whose 
remains were received in Hanover on 
Tuesday aweek after being shipped 
from France, where he died of pneu- 
monia during the World War, was 
opened Thursday afternoon by fune- 
ral director George E. Thomas at his 
parlors, at the request of the family. 
The body was viewed by several per- 
sons who knew the young man in 
life and who satisfied the parents that 
'the remains are those of their son. 
He was identified by means of his | 
identification tag suspended from his 
neck. The casket was resealed again. 
A military funeral was held on Sun- 
day afternoon. 
The casket, draped 


with "the colors," was borne to its 
last resting place on a caisson, espc- 
cilally provided for this purpose. 


The reinterment of the body was 


probably tho cause of the largest 
gathering of people ever assembled 
at Hanover for a similar event. Pri- 
vate Meckley's body was the first to

When the war began he tried to en- 


list, but the examining physician re- 
fused 
to pass him 
"Psycho-some- 


thing," the doctor said. 


The home folkb pitied McGrath. 


Somebody thought of the postoffice. 
He was made postmaster. For a time 
he prospered. He had only his moth- 
er to support; she was the only girl he 
wished, he said. 
Then he began to 


have trouble. On the days when his 
mind seemed in a haze his accounts 
were usually short. 


In September, 1918, 
an 
Inspector 


found something was wrong with the 
books. He told McGrath he would call 
again. When he arrived McGrath was 
gone. So was $1,000. 


A few dajs ago McGrath, emaciated, 


oeard a month old, eyes sunken 
and furtive, stopped "Al," the elevator 
man at the federal building and asked 
for a deputy marshal. He was sent 
away. 
Three times he returned be- 


fore he was permitted to go to the 
eighth floor, where he surrendered to 
Deputy Marshal Tom Smith. 


"The federal people In Falls Greet 


want me," he explained. "I was post- 
master there two years ago. 
I was 


short in my accounts." 


The deputy marshal took him to the 


back room, bought a dinner. 


"I never have seen my mother since 


the day I left." said McGrath.

entered the English

guage since August 1, 1914, 
than in any similar time in his- 
tory.

isting prior to the outbreak of 
hostilities, were 
comparatively

public interest like "cootie." 


Some of the English troops, 


when asked as to the origin cf 
the name, declared 
that the 


parasites were so called because 
the soldiers, in derision, referred 
to them as "cuties." To arrive 
at the real genesis of the term, 
however, one must go back a 
good deal further than the mem- 
ory of any living man. 
In at 


least three places in the British 
isles tlie word has been used for 
many years with varying mean- 
ings.

HANOVER VETERANS DWINDLE 


ADAM McKlNNEY 78, YOUNGEST 


. Hanover Post, G. A. R., now num- 
bers less than 30 members. The 
youngest member of the post now liv- 
ing is Adam McKinney, who is now 
nearly 73 years old. The oldest liv- 
ing member .in Charles Young, now 
well beyond the four-score years and 
ten mark. In McSherrystown, the 
home of Mr. McKinney, 'there are just 
two more members, Lewis Overbaugh 
and Pefcsr Mcllhenney. Mr. McKin- 
ney was a member of Sheridan's fa- 
mous cavalry, at Winchester. He re- 
ceived a ball in his leg in that battle, 
which laid, him up in the hospital for 
five months. 
H<3 saw active service 


throughout the famous 
Shenandoab 


Valley campaign, as well. In all, his 
regiment participated in 17 general 
engagements, and many smaller skir- 
mishes. Leaving home in McSher- 
rystown. one nigh't in December, at 
midnight, in company with four com- 
panions, John H-i' Krichten, George 
Clifford, Aloysius Small and Frank 
Kuhn, all of whom are now dead, save 
the latter,'who resides in East Bsr- 
lin, he went to Chambersburg, where 
he enlisted for the last two years of 
the war. At this tim-3 he was 24 
years old. One of these men, Aloy- 
sius Small, was captured and died in 
the Confederate prison camp at Salis- 
bury, N. C. Mr. McKinney, also en-- 
joyed th-3 distinction of belonging to 
a family that had furnished five sons 
to the Union armyi, AJfred, Ljewis, 
Adam, John and Joseph, all of whom 
returned in safety. Of these, 
there 


are still living, the latter three. Al- 
fred having died in Hanover and Lew- 
is, in York. Hanging in the room of 
the old soldiers' home is a copy of the 
famous battle of Gettysburg painting 
the original of which hangs in the 
capitol at Harrisburg. This was a 
gift of George W. Childs, of The Pub- 
lic Ledger oi Philadelphia. It is val- 
ued at ?500. The original cast the 
state $20,000 it is said.

Financial Status. 


What ic the net worth of your farm 


business? Is it more or less than one 
would, imagine from a casual inspec- 
tion of your farm? Do you know for 
sure whether you are going or coming 
in financial standing? 


These are Important questions to 


the farmer, and questions that are not 
so easily answered as ywould at first 
appear. Farming is an intricate busi- 
ness, and one in which returns from 
imestment are sometimes long de- 
layed, so that progress cannot be ac- 
curately measured by the amount ol 
money taken in a given time. Some- 
times cash income may be almost 
wholly attributable to reduction in 
other assets, so that in reality the re- 
sult is like taking money from one 
pocket and putting it in^ another. 


Tlie farm inventory, or property 


list, offers the only practicable way of 
answering these questions. Once the 
farmer has made a complete list of 
all his assets and liabilities and has 
balanaed them he knows just what his 
net worth is, and when he has made 
such a list annually he knows each 
venr whether he has gone forward or 
back, and ju«t how much has been the 
increase or decrease in the net worth 
of his business. 


The United States Department of 


Agriculture has j«st issued Farmers' 
Bulletin 11S2 entitled "Farm Inven- 
tories," in which are piven detailed in- 
structions for making an inventory of 
farm property and revising such a list 
from year to year. By using the sim- 
ple system described ,in this bulletin 
any farmer can determine exactly his 
financial status and lay the founda- 
tion for a permanent system of ac- 
counting. 
Without the farm inven 


tory as a basis no system of account- 
ing that might be chosen would be ol 
any great use to the farmer.

winter frosts have a lightening effect 
upon the soil, especially on clay soils. 


The earliest and choicest vegetables 


are harvested by the man who main- 
tains a few hotbed .sashes and uses 
them to start his garden. He is able 
to handicap the frost line by several 
weeks, and to set strong, well-devel- 
oped plants in his garden at a time 
when his neighbors are planting seed. 


The faun income is at its lowest 


point in the early spring, but it can be 
increased considerably by the sale of 
young plants grown in hotbeds and 
ready for transplanting. Tomato, cab- 
bage, eggplant and pepper plants are 
always snapped up when the 
first 


warm planting days come, and they 
are easily grown in th«> ^otbed. 
A 


little more space and a little lucre seed 
thanlhe grower needs for his own use 
are likely to bring good profits. Be- 
fore the ground freezes iu the fall is 
a good time to clean out the old hot- 
beds. 
Unless tlie soil used in the hotbed 


Is to be exchanged for fresh earth it 
should be shoveled from the bed and 
tossed into a pile nearby. 
Tlie de- 


cayed manure from the bottom is scat- 
tered over the pile and thoroughly, 
mixed with it to form rich soil for 
nest year's beds. 
Over this goes a 


coat of straw or leaves held down by 
bits of board to lcc?p it from blowing. 


Some farmers find it convenient to 


use evergreen bougns instead'of straw 
for the outer covering. 


Preparation of Hotbed. 


New hotbed pits should be dug so 


that they will face th* south, and the 
location should be selected so that 
tlie beds .will be protected from the 
cold north winds and late sprins 
storms. 
Sometimes the earth taken 


ftom the new pit is suitable for use in 
the hotbed, but this is the exception 
rather than the rule. A few loads of 
leaf mold fr.ira the woods mixed with 
the natural soil will often 
form 
a 


smooth, rich stoneless mass which 
"gives an ideal hotbed filler. 


The back or north side of the frame 


Is usually from 12 to 18 Inches high, 
while the south end is about 
eight 


Inches, so that the whole bed may have 
pitch enough to get the sun upon all 
part". The standard hotbed sash fe 
hardled by most dealers, and measures 
three feet in width and six feet in 
length. A frame jtist wide enough to 
support the sash r-eems to be the most 
satisfactory, though wider beds are 
sometimes used with supporting rid-es 
placed at six-foot Intervals. A well- 
pninted cypress ^snsh. placed with n 
pood double-strength glass well set in 
putty should give the careful gardener 
12 to 15 years' service.

Jrst because an egs is freshly laid 


by an apparently heatlhy hen it cannot 
be assumed that It is a good egg Hens 
that are forced to obtain the greater 
proportion of their living as sca\en- 
gers and given a poor range to work on 
cannot produce egffs. of as good qual- 
ity as can a flock which regularly is 
fed a good ration. 


Eggs lack-ng protein have a watery 


white and the shell is apt to be thin, 
owing to the partial absence of such 
lime. Such eggs, besides being of less 
value as fond, are more than likely to 
bring forth puny chickens of low vl 
tality, subject to white diarrhea and 
an early death. 
With proper quanti- 


ties of wheat, bran, clover, oyster shell 
and sound grains in tlie ration fed to 
laying hens, eggs with firm bbolls, rich 
in protein and delicately flavored are 
sure to result, providing, of course, 
that the flock is given clean nests and 
runs and is kept free from mites.

''Due to general excellence of pres- 
ent navy rations and living conditions

tables' for athletic events are consid- 
ered 
unnecessary 
and 
are 
therefore 
forbidden. 


Surplus provisions left over 
after 
filling the wartime need, Admiral Mc- 
Gowan said, have been disposed 
of 
nt reasonable prices. 
He added that 
new stocks of the 
current 
season's 
pack were being obtained in suilicient 
quantities to meet the estimated re- 
quirements of the coming year. 


Increases in the prices of foodstuffs 
during the year were reflected in the 


cost of the navy ration, which rose to 
an average of 70.D cents, as compared 
with C5.7 cents in 1919 and a prewar 
average of around 37 cents.

McGowan 
asserted 
that 
final 
figures 
showed 
that 
the 
navy 
subsisted 900,000 troops en route to 
France and 1,200,000 returning troops. 
In connection with the wartime work 
of the subsistence branch, he said:

tiay specialists of the Tnlted States 
Department of Agriculture. 


Value of Vegetables In Diet. 


Without iroing into deilnite iiprm-es 
It may be slated that the food value 
of vegetables, such as beans, peas, in»- 
tatoes, sweet corn, beats and carrots. 
Is very hi^b. 
When consiilered froni 
the standpoint of the fo<id value of 
the crop that may be producetl on a 
Ijiven area of land, beans, beets and 
carrots are ahead of almost any oth- 
er ijarden crop, One-tenih acre plant- 
ed entirely to carrots will \ield about 
u ton, and in ener>:y this would be 
equal to about 37U pounds of averane 
beef. One-tenth acre of beets would 
also yieJd about a ton and be equal to 
880 pounds of avera^re btu^f. One-tenth 
acre of lima beans would yield about 
120 pounds of dry beans, equal to 
about 220 pounds of beef. 


As sources of mineral nnitter and 
proteins needed by the body, vege- 
tables are nnich more valuable» than 


Vegetables Furnish Considerable Por- 
tion of Needed Mineral Substances 
and Vltamines in Diet, Beside Bulk. 


many ¡»eople realize. 
Also they sup- 
ply rougha/re, which is believed to 
keep the body in good working order. 
In the course of nature, human bolni?s 
fis well as some jinimals seem to have 
so developed that they need a certain 
amount of rouirlmKe, which is best 
supplied by the coarser veiietable 
foods. During; reccnt .sears there has 
been a growing; tendency to reduce 
the roughuKe in cereaJs and some nth- 
er foods, and, In urO(»r to offset this, 
an extra effort should be made to suj)- 
ply plenty of vegetables and fruits. In 
addition, fresh vegetables are among 
the best sources of what, for lack of 
fi better name, hiive been called vUa- 
njines. 


Nobody has ever been able to stand 
a vltamine up hy itself, or a grouj) of 
them by themselves, so that we could 
look at them, but it is knitwn that 
they are pre.sent Just the same, be- 
cause of the action that they have uj} 
on the human body. 


Eat More Vegetables, 
Too much caJiiiot be said In fa\'or 
of a larger proportion of vegetables 
In the diet of tbe Anjerlcan ¡jeojile. 
The English are considered a nation 
of meal eaters, but it ha.s been shown 
that Americans^ eat more meat per 
capita than do the Knglish. 
A <er- 
taln amount of meat in the diet is 
highly desirabJe. but this sjiould ai 
ways be balanced by a suflicjent sup- 
ply of vegetables. 


One of the reasons that many jjeo- 
ple have to a great extent eut \ege 
tables from iJielr diet is that the.x 
have been unable to get fresh vege 
tables and do not relish stale oiie.^ 
Tiie individual home vegetable garden 
jilanted either In the bui-k yard, or a 
con\ eiiient piece of lan<I, litJi onl.\ 
solves the problem of sujjplying the 
family with vegetables at Jow eost 
and In abundance, but guarantees 
tlielr fres)in;'ss.
